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NOTE 


'^JpHE  pictures  at  Oxenfoord  Castle  do  not  call  for  any  special  remark 
except  for  the  examples  of  the  work  of  the  Rev.  John  Thomson, 
the  artist  minister  of  Duddingston,  and  some  portraits  of  interest;  there 
are  besides  a  few  good  pictures. 

Sir  John  Dalrymple,  after  8th  Earl  of  Stair,  K.T.,  was  a  collector  of 
pictures,  but  he  did  not  know  much  about  them,  and  it  was  about  him  that 
John  Clerk  made  the  caustic  remark,  "Now  is  the  time  to  go  on  to  the 
Continent  and  buy  good  pictures,  for  Sir  J ohn  Dalrymple  has  bought  all 
the  bad  ones." 

Such  as  the  pictures  are  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to  put  down  all 
information  I  could  obtain  about  them. 

Like  other  houses  there  are  a  certain  number  of  portraits  without 
names,  and  I  fear  now  it  is  impossible  to  identify  them ;  all  the  informa- 
tion I  have  been  able  to  find  I  have  now  put  down,  so  that  a  record  may 
be  kept. 

When  portraits  are  described  as  to  the  right  or  left,  it  means  to  right 
or  left  of  the  person  looking  at  them.

Thomas,  1st  Earl  of  Haddington  (Tarn  of  the  Cowgate),  1563-1637, 
educated  at  Paris,  admitted  Advocate  1587,  Lord  of  Session  as  Lord 
Drumcairn,  1552.  A  favourite  of  James  VI.  King's  Advocate,  1596. 
Knighted  soon  after  J ames  VI.  became  King  of  England.  A  Commissioner 
for  Union,  1604,  Secretary  of  State,  1612-26.  Created  Lord  Binning 
and  Byres,  1613.  President  of  the  Court  of  Session,  1616-26.  Created 
Earl  of  Melrose,  1619  ;  Lord  Privy  Seal,  1626.  His  title  changed  to  Earl 
of  Haddington,  1626,

It  is  thought  this  picture  may  represent  Sir  Patrick  Hamilton,  younger 
brother  of  1st  Earl  of  Haddington,  founder  of  the  family  of  the  Hamiltons 
of  Little  Preston  and  Fala.  He  died  17th  February  1659.  For  a  time 
he  was  Deputy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of  State  to  his  brother  Thomas, 
1st  Earl  of  Haddington. 

22.  Three-quarter  length  Portrait  of  a  Man  to  left  in 

black  dress,  white  ruff,  white  gauntlet,  blue  sword  belt,  top 
of  handle  of  sword  showing,  holding  a  glove  in  his  left 
hand.

Sir  John  Fletcher  was  son  of  Andrew  Fletcher,  merchant  burgess  of 
Edinburgh.  He  was  admitted  Advocate,  29th  March  1637.  In  1661  Sir 
John  was  appointed  King's  Advocate ;  previous  to  this  he  had  had  a 
large  practice  at  the  Bar.  His  appointment  was  unpopular  in  Scotland. 
Kirkton  says  of  it :  "  Sir  John  Fletcher  was  made  King's  Advocate,  though 
he  hade  been  one  of  the  first  in  Scotland  who  foreswore  the  King,  that 
he  might  find  employment  under  the  English.  But  partly  by  Middleton's 
procurement  (of  whose  affinity  he  was),  and  partly  because  he  was  an 
honest  man  of  the  new  mode  (that  is,  a  man  void  of  principles)  he  was 
placed  in  that  dangerous  office,  in  which  he  hade  the  opportunity  to  make 
all  the  subjects  of  Scotland  redeem  their  lives,  at  his  own  price,  from 
his  criminal  pursuit,  upon  the  account  of  their  old  alleaged  rebellions,  and 
their  late  compliances  with  the  English,  in  which  himself  had  been  a 
ringleader."  He  was  a  bad  Lord  Advocate,  and  had  to  resign  his  office 
in  September  1664,  Kirkton  maintains,  for  bribes  and  other  miscarriages. 
He  retired  to  his  estate  of  Cranstoun,  in  Midlothian,  where  he  died  14th 
February  1676.  He  married,  23rd  February  1647,  Grissel  Durham,  and 
by  her  had  seven  children.

General  Samuel  Dalrymple,  son  of  Sir  William  Dalrymple,  of  Cous- 
land,  by  his  second  wife,  Ann  Philp.  He  served  in  the  3rd  Guards,  and 
was  with  them  in  Egypt ;  he  became  a  Lieutenant-General,  and  died  at 
Lorient  in  Brittany,  2nd  October  1832,  and  was  buried  there,  the  French 
giving  him  a  military  funeral.

She 
married,  by  contract  dated  7th  August  1702,  as  his  first  wife,  Sir  John 
Dalrymple,  2nd  Baronet  of  Cousland,  and  had  issue. 

32.  James  Graham,  Marquis  of  Montrose.    Head  and

James,  5th  Earl  and  1st  Marquis  of  Montrose,  1612-1650.  He 
joined  the  Covenanters,  1637,  occupied  Aberdeen,  carried  off  Huntly, 
and  defeated  his  son  at  the  Bridge  of  Dee,  1639.  In  1641  he  joined 
Charles  I. ;  created  a  Marquis  and  Lieutenant-General  in  Scotland, 
1644 ;  won  six  battles,  1644-45.  Later  he  was  defeated  at  the  battle  of 
Philiphaugh,  1645,  and  escaped  abroad;  he  was  defeated  at  Invercarron, 
1650,  betrayed  by  Macleod  of  Assynt,  and  hanged  at  Edinburgh.  His 
remains  were  eventually  buried  in  St  Giles'  Cathedral  there.

Ann  Horn,  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Horn,  of  Horn,  Esq.,  Advocate. 
She  married,  26th  February  1711,  Hew  Dalrymple  of  Drummore,  a  Lord 
of  Session,  son  of  Hon.  Sir  Hew  Dalrymple  of  North  Berwick,  Bart., 
and  by  him  had  a  large  family.  She  died  13th  February  1731.  There  is 
a  three-quarter  length  of  this  lady  at  Colstoun  by  J.  de  Medina ;  it  was 
formerly  at  Logie.    There  is  also  a  picture  of  her  at  Leuchie.

This  portrait  is  said  to  represent  the  Colonel  Hamilton  who  was  second 
to  the  Duke  of  Hamilton  in  his  duel  with  Lord  Mohun,  1712. 

Two  brothers  of  the  Hamiltons  of  Fala  were  in  the  3rd  or  Scots 
Guards;  the  eldest,  Thomas,  died  in  Spain,  1710,  the  second  was  named 
J ohn.  This  may  account  for  the  picture  being  here,  and  the  John  Hamilton 
may  be  the  John  Hamilton  who  was  second  to  the  Duke,  the  Hamilton 
of  Fala  pictures  now  being  at  Oxenfoord,  Fala  House  was  struck  by 
lightning,  and  was  demolished  many  years  ago. 

37.  Small  Portrait  of  a  Lady  of  the  Oxfuird  Family,

It  is  unknown  who  this  represents.  Scougal  painted  a  picture  of 
Henrietta  Livingston,  Viscountess  of  Oxfuird,  first  wife  of  Robert,  2nd 
Viscount  of  Oxfuird,  who  died  1683,  and  for  which  a  receipt  is  still  amongst 
the  papers.  Possibly  this  may  be  the  picture,  but  I  fancy  the  dress  is 
earlier.

This  portrait  is  also  of  one  of  the  Oxfuird  family.  I  think  it  may 
represent  Hon.  George  Makgill,  brother  of  2nd  Viscount,  who  was  a 
Colonel  in  the  Scots  Guards.

This  portrait  of  Sir  John,  and  the  one  of  his  wife,  were  originally  at 
Castle  Grant.  They  were  given  by  the  Countess  of  Seafield  to  the  10th 
Earl  of  Stair,  K.T.,  in  1898. 

On  the  back  of  the  canvas  was  written,  "Mr  John  Dalrymple  of  Cran- 
stoun.    J.  Clark,  pin.,  1767." 

Sir  John  Dalrymple,  4th  Baronet  of  Cousland,  eldest  son  of  Sir  William 
Dalrymple,  3rd  Baronet,  by  Agnes  Crawford,  his  first  wife,  was  born  1726  ; 
admitted  Advocate,  20th  December  1748  ;  Baron  of  Exchequer,  11th  May 
1776-1807.  Was  author  of  various  works,  including  "Memoirs  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland."  His  wife  was  his  cousin  Elizabeth,  only  child  and 
heiress  of  Thomas  Hamilton  Makgill,  of  Fala  and  Oxenfoord.  He  died  at 
Oxenfoord  Castle,  26th  February  1810,  and  was  buried  at  Cranstoun. 

44.  Colonel  William  Dalrymple,  of  Cleland  and  Fordel. 

Head  and  shoulders  to  left,  head  turned  to  right,  scarlet 

uniform,  gold  lace,  crimson  sash,  aiguillettes  on  right  shoulder, 

,<il6.VVv  black  cocked  hat  under  left  arm.       2  ft.  5^  in.  by  2  ft.  1  in. 

William  Dalrymple,  second  son  of  Sir  William  Dalrymple,  3rd  Baronet 
of  Cousland,  and  Agnes  Crawford;  born  probably  in  1748.  An  officer  in  the 
army.  Captain  Commandant  of  the  Regiment  of  Royal  Irish  Volunteers, 
raised  by  him  in  the  year  1776.  He  distinguished  himself  at  the  capture 
of  Fort  Omoa  on  the  Spanish  Main,  where  he  and  Commander  Luttrell  of 
the  Royal  Navy  commanded  the  forces,  1779.  He  succeeded  to  his  uncle's 
estates  of  Cleland  in  Lanarkshire,  and  Fordel  in  Midlothian,  and  died 
3rd  March  1794,  having  married  Diana,  daughter  of  Mr  Molyneux  of 
Preston,  Co.  Lancaster,  and  had  issue.

Angelica  Kauffinann  being  a  friend  of  his,  among  his  letters  is  one  from  her 
on  Art  matters.

The  above  three  portraits,  by  Jamesone,  are  probably  the  three  referred 
to  in  Walpole's  "  Painters,"  when,  under  Jamesone,  he  mentions  three  small 
portraits  of  the  House  of  Haddington  are  in  the  possession  of  Thomas 
Hamilton  of  Fala.  Thomas  Hamilton's  daughter  and  heiress  married  Sir 
J ohn  DaLrymple,  Bart.  The  present  Lord  Haddington  put  names  on  two 
of  them,  the  other  he  could  not  identify.

He  was 
knighted  in  1667.  Scottish  Advocate,  1672;  imprisoned  in  Edinburgh 
Castle  through  the  hostility  of  Claverhouse,  1682-83;  imprisoned  in  the 
Tolbooth,  1684 ;  King's  Advocate,  1686-88 ;  Lord  Justice-Clerk,  1688 ; 
Joint  Secretary  of  State,  1691  ;  was  implicated  in  the  Massacre  of 
Glencoe,  and  was  accused  by  Parliament  of  exceeding  instructions  in  the 
matter,  1695.  Resigned  office,  1695.  Succeeded  his  father  as  2nd  Viscount 
Stair,  1695  ;  Privy  Councillor,  1702  ;  created  Earl  of  Stair,  1703.  He  took 
a  prominent  part  in  Parliament  in  the  debates  for  the  Union,  and  died 
1707,  and  was  buried  at  Kirkliston.  He  married  Elizabeth  Dundas,  heiress 
ot  Newliston,  and  by  her  had  issue.

In  a  note  in  the  Eldin 
Sale  Catalogue  it  says  they  cost  Lord  Eldin  £850.  Id  it  they  are  attributed 
to  Tintoretto,  but  I  think  it  doubtful  if  they  are  by  him."

John  Dalrymple,  2nd  Earl  of  Stair,  K.T.,  born  1673.  General  and 
diplomatist;  present  at  the  battle  of  Steinkirk,  1692;  Lieut. -Colonel  in 
Scots  Guards;  A.D.C.  to  Duke  of  Marlborough,  1703;  Colonel  of  the 
Cameronians,  1706 ;  sent  home  with  the  despatches  of  the  battle  of  Oude- 
narde,  1708  ;  Major- General,  1709,  Ambassador  to  Poland,  1709  ;  Knight 
of  the  Thistle,  1710;  General,  1712  ;  Ambassador  at  Paris,  1715  ;  secured 
the  expulsion  of  the  Chevalier  St  George  from  Paris,  and  revealed  the 
schemes  of  Alberoni  and  Cellamare  ;  Field-Marshal,  1742,  and  Governor 
of  Minorca ;  commanded  under  George  II.  at  the  battle  of  Dettingen ; 
Commander-in-Chief  in  South  Britain,  1744  ;  General  of  the  Marines,  1746. 
He  died  at  Queensberry  House,  Edinburgh,  May  1747,  and  was  buried  at 
Kirkliston.  He  married  Lady  Eleanor  Campbell,  widow  of  Viscount 
Primrose,  and  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Loudoun,  but  had  no  issue. 

The  original  of  this  picture  by  Kneller  is  at  Dumfries  House,  Ayr- 
shire ;  Lord  Home  has  a  copy  by  Medina  at  Douglas  Castle ;  there  are 
two  copies  at  Lochinch,  two  at  Oxenfoord,  one  at  Lochnaw,  &c.  There  is 
a  rare  mezzotint  of  original  by  Cooper.  Exhibited  at  Military  Exhibition 
in  London,  and  at  Glasgow  Exhibition,  1911.

Andrew  Fletcher  (1655-1716),  son  of  Sir  Kobert  Fletcher  of  Saltoun, 
by  Katherine  Bruce,  1655-1716;  Scottish  patriot,  as  a  commissioner  in  the 
Scots  Convention  of  Estates  opposed  the  policy  of  Lauderdale  and  James, 
Duke  of  York,  became  an  adviser  of  Monmouth  both  in  London  and  in 
Holland,  accompanied  Monmouth's  expedition  to  England,  but  left  it  on 
account  of  a  private  quarrel,  1685  ;  went  to  Spain,  and  afterwards  served  in 
Hungary  against  the  Turks ;  joined  William  of  Orange  at  the  Hague,  1688, 
and  returned  to  Scotland ;  his  estates  were  restored;  again  joined  opposition 
to  English  rule,  which  culminated  in  the  Act  of  Security,  1704  ;  a  violent 
opponent  of  the  Union,  he  was  imprisoned  for  a  short  time  in  London, 
1708,  for  supposed  complicity  in  the  attempted  French  invasion.  He  died 
in  1716,  and  was  buried  at  Salton,  East  Lothian. 

Mr  Caw,  in  his  Scottish  Portraits,  says  :  "  Several  portraits  of  Fletcher 
exist,  but  in  every  case  they  seem  to  have  been  derived  from  that  in  Lord 
Stair's  collection  at  Oxenfoord.  When  first  mentioned  (1790),  it  belonged 
to  Sir  John  Dalrymple  of  Cranston  from  whose  family  it  passed  to  that 
of  its  present  owner,  and  it  appears  from  the  letter  written  at  that  time 
to  Lord  Buchan,  who  was  anxious  to  secure  a  likeness  of  Flelcher,  that  the 
the  Saltoun  people  themselves  had  only  a  copy  of  the  Cranstoun  or  Stair 
portrait." 
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Lieut.-General  Henry  Fletcher  to  Earl  of  Buchan. 

"Salton  Hall,  29tli  April  1790. 

"My  dear  Lord, — Your  letter  of  the  31  Jany.  last  I  had  the  honour 
to  receive,  and  in  consequence  thereof  took  in  with  me  all  that  we  have, 
for  Ancient  Andrew,  which  by  brother  M.-Genl.  Campbell  took  from  one 
at  Sir  John  Dalrymple's  at  Cranston,  and  presented  it  to  my  late  brother 
Andrew.  But  my  Lord  wee  have  a  strong  proof  that  the  said  picture 
(now  with  Miss  Forbes)  is  a  strong  resemblance  of  our  illustrious  Gd.  Uncle. 
Lord  Martiall,  when  last  in  Scotland  being  at  Cranston  (of  himself),  upon 
seeing  the  said  picture  said,  '  That  is  my  worthy  friend,  Andrew  Fletcher 
ofSalton.'" 

Later  Lord  Buchan,  through  his  usual  looseness  of  statement,  gave 
the  impression  that  the  copy  then  made  for  him  by  Miss  Anne  Forbes,  a 
niece  of  Aikman,  to  whom  the  Stair  picture  has  been  attributed,  was  an 
original,  and  it  was  engraved  as  such  for  Pinkerton,  to  whom  his  lordship 
sent  a  drawing,  now  in  the  National  Portrait  Gallery,  for  the  engraver  to 
work  from. 

The  portrait  at  Oxenfoord  has  the  date  1707  on  back  of  the  canvas. 
It  was  exhibited  at  the  Exhibition  of  Portraits  at  South  Kensington  in 
1867,  and  at  Glasgow  Exhibition,  1911.  A  small  engraving  of  it  is  given 
in  one  of  the  volumes  of  Sir  Walter  Scott's  "  Tales  of  a  Grandfather."

Hon.  Sir  James  Dalrymple,  second  son  of  1st  Viscount  of  Stair,  born 
1650,  admitted  a  member  of  the  Faculty  of  Advocates,  26th  June  1675 ; 
made  a  Burgess  of  Musselburgh,  27th  June  1691,  and  of  Irvine,  21st 
September  1692;  appointed  one  of  the  Commissaries  of  Edinburgh,  and 
one  of  the  Principal  Clerks  of  Session,  30th  November  1693 ;  created  a 
Baronet,  28th  April  1697.  He  was  an  eminent  antiquary,  and  was  author 
of  "Collections  concerning  Scottish  History,"  which  was  dedicated  to 
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Queen  Anne.  He  died  at  Borthwick  Castle,  Midlothian,  1719,  and  was 
buried  in  Borthwick  Church.  He  was  three  times  married,  and  left  issue. 
The  mouth  is  peculiar  in  the  picture,  but  it  is  said  that  when  a  boy  he  fell 
into  the  fire  and  burned  his  mouth. 

This  portrait  was  exhibited  at  the  Collection  of  Portraits  in  London 
at  South  Kensington  in  1869.  A  copy  of  this  picture  is  in  possession  of 
Hon.  Hew  Dalrymple.

Hew  Dalrymple  of  Drummore,  son  of  Hon.  Sir  Hew  Dalrymple  of 
North  Berwick,  Bart.,  born  1690,  appointed  a  Lord  of  Session,  29th 
December  1726,  and  of  Justiciary  13th  June  1745.  He  is  described  as 
having  been  an  acute  and  sound  lawyer,  and  possessed  of  a  ready  and 
forcible,  though  not  polished  elocution.  He  died  at  Drummore,  East 
Lothian,  18th  June  1755,  and  was  buried  at  North  Berwick.  By  his 
wife,  Anne  Horn,  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Horn,  of  Horn,  Advocate, 
he  had  issue. 

This  picture  is  very  similar  to  the  one  by  Allan  Ramsay  at  New 
Hailes,  and  may  be  a  copy  of  it ;  there  are  similar  ones  at  Dalziel  in 
Lanarkshire,  and  at  Colstoun  in  East  Lothian.  The  three-quarter  length 
seated  picture  by  Allan  Ramsay  which  was  at  Logic  Elphinstone  is  now 
at  Colstoun,  East  Lothian.  There  are  somewhat  similar  ones  at  Bargany 
and  at  Leuchie  ;  there  are  also  several  other  pictures  of  him.

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Robert  Makgill,  2nd  Viscount  of  Oxfuird,  and  Lord  Makgill  of 
Cousland,  was  son  of  James,  1st  Viscount  of  Oxfuird  by  his  second 
marriage  with  Christian,  daughter  of  Sir  William  Livingston  of  Kilsyth. 
He  was  born  20th  May  1651  and  married  first  when  only  fifteen,  1666,  to 
Henrietta  Livingston,  daughter  of  George,  third  Earl  of  Linlithgow,  He 
was  inclined  to  be  extravagant,  and  got  rid  of  most  of  his  estate.  James, 
Duke  of  York,  afterwards  James  VII.,  and  Princess  Anne,  when  they 
were  in  Scotland,  stayed  at  times  with  Lord  Oxfuird  at  Oxenfoord.  Lord 
Oxfuird  married  secondly  Jean  Ramsay,  eldest  daughter  of  the  2nd 
Earl  of  Dalhousie,  and  widow  of  the  10th  Lord  Ross.  He  had  issue  by 
his  first  marriage,  and  dying  in  December  1705,  was  buried  at  Cranstoun.

North  Dalrymple  of  Cleland  and  Fordel  was  son  of  Sir  John 
Dalrymple  Hamilton  Makgill,  Baronet,  and  was  born  1776.  He  served 
as  a  Volunteer  with  the  24th  Regiment  at  the  taking  of  the  Cape,  1806, 
and  afterwards  entered  the  army,  serving  in  22nd  Light  Dragoons,  and 
later  in  the  25th  Light  Dragoons.  In  January  1853  he  succeeded  his 
brother  as  9th  Earl  of  Stair,  and  dying  at  Oxenfoord  Castle,  9th  November 
1864,  was  buried  in  the  vault  at  Cranstoun.  He  was  twice  married; 
first,  1817,  to  Margaret,  younger  daughter  of  James  Penny,  Esq.,  of 
Arrad,  and  secondly,  1831,  to  Martha  Willet,  daughter  of  Colonel  George 
Dalrymple.    He  had  issue  by  both. 

There  is  a  copy  head  and  shoulders  of  this  portrait  at  Lochinch.

Sir  David  Dalrymple,  3rd  Baronet  of  Hailes,  was  son  of  Sir  James 
Dalrymple,  Bart.,  by  Lady  Christian  Hamilton,  daughter  of  6th  Earl 
of  Haddington.  He  was  born  28th  October  1726,  became  a  member  of 
the  Faculty  of  Advocates,  1748,  was  raised  to  the  Bench,  and  took  his 
seat  6th  March  1766  as  Lord  Hailes,  and  was  appointed  a  Lord  of 
Justiciary,  3rd  May  1776.  He  was  a  distinguished  scholar  and  antiquary, 
was  the  author  of  many  books,  one  of  the  best  known  being  his  "  Annals 
of  Scotland."  Lord  Woodhouselee  says  of  him:  "He  was  an  honour  to 
the  station  which  he  filled  and  to  the  age  in  which  he  lived."  He  died 
29th  November  1792.  Lord  Hailes  was  twice  married.  First  to  Anne, 
daughter  of  George  Broun  of  Colstoun,  1763,  and  secondly,  1770,  to 
Helen,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Fergusson  of  Kilkerran,  Bart.,  and  had 
issue. 

This  picture  was  exhibited  at  the  Loan  Exhibition  at  South  Ken- 
sington in  1867.  It  is  either  a  replica  or  a  copy,  probably  the  latter,  from 
the  original  picture  by  Seton,  which  is  at  Newhailes  in  the  possession  of 
Sir  Charles  Dalrymple,  Bart.,  of  Newhailes.

In  the  "  Dictionnaire  de  la 
Conversation,"  vol.  xiii.,  he  is  described  as  "  Aussi  aimable  dans  le  monde 
que  profond  dans  ses  livres,  sa  douceur,  sa  gaiete,  sa  politesse,  ne  I'abandon- 
naient  jamais  ;  sa  conversation  vive,  piquante,  instructive,  etait  couple 
par  des  distractions  qui  plaisaient  d'autant  plus  qu'il  ne  les  affectait  point ;

William  Hamilton  of  Bangour,  1704-54,  poet,  contributed  lyrics 
to  Allan  Ramsay's  "Tea  Table  Miscellany,"  between  1724-27;  celebrated 
the  victory  of  Prestonpans  in  Gladsmuir,  and  while  hiding  after  Culloden 
wrote  "Soliloquy."  His  poems  were  issued  by  Foulis  1749,  and  post- 
humously. He  died  at  Lyons,  1754,  and  was  buried  23rd  August  in  the 
Chapel  Royal,  Holyrood  House.  He  was  twice  married,  his  second  wife 
being  Elizabeth  Dalrymple,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Dalrymple,  2nd  Baronet 
of  Cranstoun. 

This  may  account  for  the  picture  being  at  Oxenfoord.  In  style  it  is 
very  similar  to  the  one  of  Montesquieu  in  the  same  room.  An  identical 
picture  is  in  the  Scottish  National  Portrait  Gallery,  where,  however,  it 
is  assigned  to  Gavin  Hamilton.  There  is  another  portrait  of  him  in  the 
possession  of  Captain  Murray  Threipland.

He  was  born  1771  and  served  in 
the  3rd  Regiment  of  Foot  Guards  in  Flanders  in  1794-95;  in  1805  with 
the  Expedition  to  Hanover;  and  in  1807  at  the  siege  of  Copenhagen, 
Was  M.P.  for  Midlothian  for  a  short  time ;  succeeded  his  cousin  as  8th 
Earl  of  Stair  1840 ;  was  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  of  Scotland  in  1840-41, 
and  again  from  1846-52.  In  1843  he  was  appointed  Colonel  of  46th 
Regiment  of  Foot;  1847  a  Knight  of  the  Thistle;  he  was  also  made  a 
British  Peer  with  the  title  of  Baron  Oxenfoord  of  Cousland,  1841.  He 
died  at  Oxenfoord  Castle  10th  January  1853.  He  was  twice  married. 
First  1795  to  Harriet,  eldest  daughter  of  Rev.  Robert  Johnson,  and 
secondly,  1825,  to  Adamina,  fourth  daughter  of  1st  Viscount  Duncan  of 
Camperdown,  but  had  no  issue  by  either.

Came  over  to  England  with 
William  III.,  was  by  him  created  a  peer  and  made  Lord  President  of  the 
Court  of  Session.  He  was  a  great  lawyer,  and  with  other  works  wrote 
"Institutes  of  the  Law  of  Scotland."     He  died  1695,  and  was  buried  in

The  story  of  the  dog  in  the  picture  is  as  follows  : — "  While  at  Paris, 
Lord  Stair  lost  a  favourite  dog,  which  he  vainly  endeavoured  to  recover. 
Some  time  afterwards,  when  travelling  in  a  remote  part  of  the  country,  he 
was  accidentally  detained  by  the  way  and  obliged  to  pass  the  night  at  a 
small  inn  in  a  solitary  place.  His  attendants  were  separated  from  him,  to 
which  he"  ascribed  no  importance,  finding  that  they  and  his  horses  were 
tolerably  well  cared  for,  and  he  entered  the  house,  where  two  apartments 
were  made  ready  for  him,  and  sat  down  to  supper.  He  had  hardly  com- 
menced his  meal  when  a  dog  rushed  madly  in,  leaping  and  fawning  upon 
him,  in  which,  to  his  great  surprise,  he  found  the  very  favourite  he  had 
lost.  Supper  over  he  prepared  to  undress  ;  the  dog  followed  into  the  bed- 
room, but  no  sooner  did  he  approach  the  bed  than  it  seized  him  by  the 
dress,  dragging  him  backwards,  whining  and  showing  such  strange  uneasi- 
ness that  Lord  Stair's  suspicions  were  aroused.  Instead  of  undressing  he 
looked  well  to  the  priming  of  his  pistols,  girt  on  his  sword,  flung  his 
portmanteau  upon  the  bed,  and  threw  himself  into  a  large  chair ;  the  dog, 
perfectly  satisfied,  couched  at  his  feet.  Presently  he  dozed ;  he  was 
awoke  by  the  dog  jumping  upon  his  lap,  and  on  looking  up  he  saw  the  bed 
sink  silently  into  the  floor.  As  it  still  was  gradually  sinking,  with  great 
presence  of  mind  he  seized  his  arms,  rushed  out  of  the  room  before  resist- 
ance could  be  made,  managed  to  escape  from  the  house,  roused  his  suite 
and  returned  with  assistance;  but  there  was  no  enemy  to  fight,  the  inmates 
of  the  house  had  fled.  The  police  were  advertised,  and  it  was  discovered 
that  a  system  of  murder  and  robbery  had  been  long  carried  on  here 
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undetected,  from  which  Lord  Stair  had  been  providentially  preserved  by 
the  temporary  abstraction  of  this  dog.  The  animal  now  was,  of  course,  a 
greater  favourite  than  ever,  and  his  master  was  so  much  struck  by  the 
incident  that  he  had  the  dog's  likeness  introduced  into  this,  the  best  known 
portrait  of  himself,  and  its  memory  is  further  perpetuated  as  the  picture 
has  been  engraved." — "The  Hereditary  Sheriffs  of  Galloway,"  by  Sir 
Andrew  Agnew,  Bart.
